The  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  was  officially  organized  on  Octo¬ 
ber  21,  1972  in  Fayetteville  WV.  The  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  organization  are  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  collection  of  coal  company  scrip  and  related  tokens,  to  cultivate  good  relations  be¬ 
tween  collectors  of  scrip  tokens,  and  to  encourage  the  study  and  research  of  the  history  of 
coal  mining  companies  as  it  relates  to  the  usage  of  scrip  tokens. 

In  the  late  1970’s  the  scope  of  the  NCSA  was  broadened  to  include  tokens  from 
other  industries;  including  lumber,  phosphate,  hard  rock,  limestone,  copper,  gold  &  silver, 
brick  &  clay,  cotton  &  textile,  paper,  iron  &  steel,  agricultural,  and  others. 

The  first  issue  of  Scrip  Talk  was  published  in  1965,  and  it  continues  today  as  the 
official  newsletter  for  members  of  the  NSCA.  It  exists  not  only  as  a  source  of  information 
for  its  members,  but  as  a  forum  where  they  can  share  items  of  interest.  Please  feel  free  to 
submit  or  suggest  articles  for  future  publication.

The  Cranberry  Fuel  Company  operated 
mines  in  southern  West  Virginia  in  the  late 
1800’s  and  early  1900’s,  until  it  was  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  the  New  River  Coal  Company 
around  1906.  The  mines  were  worked  until 
1958,  when  the  coal  began  to  play  out. 

Sometimes,  though,  the  journey  of  a  piece 
of  scrip  is  as  interesting  as  the  history  of  the 
mine  it’s  associated  with. 

The  Cranberry  Fuels  penny  in  this  picture 
came  to  West  Virginia  businessman  Mel 
Hancock  during  his  years  at  Mountain  State 
University  in  Beckley,  as  the  Vice-President 
of  Development  and  Alumni  Affairs  in  the 
1990’s. 

Hancock  often  discussed  his  childhood  in 
Cranberry  with  other  MSU  employees,  tell¬ 
ing  of  his  mother  worked  at  both  the  Cran¬ 
berry  and  Skelton  Company  Stores,  and  those 
stories  brought  him  this  Cranberry  penny. 

When  the  college  purchased  the  building 
that  had  housed  Beckley  High  School  from

The  Story  of  STERNS 


By  Bill  Fugera 


In  1902,  Justus  Steams  of  Michigan  bought  30,000  acres  of  virgin  tim- 
berland  in  southern  Kentucky’s  McCreary  County.  Shortly  later  coal 
was  discovered  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  the  Steams  Coal  and  Lum¬ 
ber  Company.  The  company  built  the  town  of  Steams  to  serve  as  the 
hub  of  a  mining  and  logging  empire.  The  company  controlled  over  200 
square  miles  of  land.  Steams  also  built  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee 
Railway.  Steams  had  the  first  all  electric  sawmill  in  the  world.  The 
company  employed  over  2,200  people  living  and  working  in  18  coal 
camps.  Most  of  the  buildings  were  painted  the  company’s  colors  of 
white  with  green  trim  and  included  residences,  a  freight  depot,  office 
building,  pool  hall,  theater,  hotel,  and  company  store.  Here  the  residents 
could  purchase  nearly  everything  they  needed  with  company  issued 
scrip.  The  company  also  provided  water,  electricity,  steam  heat,  tennis 
courts,  a  golf  course,  and  baseball  field. 

The  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railway  at  one  time  stretched  for  over 
20  miles  into  the  Big  Sandy  River  valley  and  operated  12  steam  locomo¬ 
tives.  It  served  as  the  primary  passage  not  only  for  Steams  timber  and 
coal  coming  out  of  the  valley,  but  also  for  the  workers  and  supplies  go¬ 
ing  into  the  coal  and  lumber  camps  with  names  like  Barthell,  Comargo, 
Blue  Heron,  Worley,  Yamacraw,  Oz  and  others. 

Beginning  in  the  1 950,s  the  coal  mines  one  by  one  played  out  and 
closed  and  the  coal  camps  were  abandoned.  By  1976,  the  Steams  Coal 
and  Lumber  had  sold  most  of  its  holdings  to  the  Blue  Diamond  Coal 
Company.  In  1987  the  last  railcar  of  coal  left  the  Blue  Diamond  mines.
